This  Battery  was  charged  and  captured  by  the  "Louisiana  Timers,"  but  was  eventualiv  recaptured  by  Carroll's  Brigade  Here  a  most 
desperate  hand  to  hand  contlict  tool<  place.  Out  of  seventeen  hundred  "Tigers"  who  made  the  charge,  less  than  three  hundred  returned.  This 
assault  and  repulse  ended  the  fight  of  the  second  dav.

Occupied  on  the  third  day's  fight  by  Wells'  Brigade,  and  used  by  Longstreet  as  a  landmark  in  making  his  famous  assault.
